9,800 Post Now Function 
in U. S. and Foreign 
Countries. 
Raids Cause Anxiety and 
Stop is Asked For 
‘Lynch Law.’

CLEVELAND, Sept. 28 — 
How the 
American Legion has expanded since 
tho close of the first national con­ 
vention last November from a loose­ 
ly knit structure of 3,472 posts in 
fifty departments to a world-wide 
organization of approximately 9,800 
functioning posts in all states, the 
District of Columbia, five outlying 
American possessions and ten for­ 
eign countries, was 
set forth* 
in 
tlw report of Lemuel Bolles, the 
national adjutant, to the legion's 
second annual convention here yes­ 
terday. 
Meantime, pursuant to authority 
granted at the first convention, the 
Womens' Auxiliary of the American 
Legion, to which mothers, wives, 
daughters and sisters of ex-service 
men are eligible, has been organised 
on a temporary basis, he reported. 
Units 
chartered 
numbered 
1,350. 
Authority has been granted for the 
holding of department conventions 
of the auxiliary where one auxiliary 
unit has been chartered for every 
two legion posts in a state. There 
is expectation that this convention 
will make provisions for the calling 
of a national convention of 
the 
auxiliary for the perfection of per­ 
manent organisation. Mr. Bolles* re­ 
port expressed the hope that “the 
convention will provide the neces­ 
sary authority to permit the 
de­ 
velopment of the Women's Auxiliary 
to that place of dignity and im­ 
portance to which it is justly en­ 
titled." 
The service division of national 
headquarters, the report continued, 
has obtained 
the adjudication 
of 
claims aggregating more than $1,- 
250.000 In favor of ex-service men. 
This sum, 
however, 
the 
national 
adjutant continued, is but a tithe of 
the total claims the legion has set­ 
tled in favor of veterans, since na­ 
tional headquarters 
has 
handled 
only complicated 
individual ('asea. 
Service bureaus have been set up in 
every state and service officers ap- 
potnted Mn more than 8,000 posts. 
From these offices a majority of 
the claims 
have 
been 
handled. 
These claims have been of endless 
variety, including back pay, travel 
pay, bonus ($60 payable on dis­ 
charge,) Liberty bonds paid for but 
not delivered, allotments and allow­ 
ances and insurance. 
One of the materia) advantages 
of membership in the legion, Mr. 
Boites said, is indicated by the fact 
that records show incoming claims 
from non-members are as great as 
ever while there has been a marked 
decrease in the number of claims 
filed by legionaires, indicating that 
most legion members have squared 
their accounts with the government. 
Aside from the interest on the 
$408,000 Y. M. C. A. fund,'national 
headquarters* only source of reve­ 
nue has been 
national dues and 
profits from the sale of emblems. 
the national adjutant reported. The 
latter amounts to nearly $100,000. 
The legion has been obliged to inst! 
tote several court actions to protect 
itself in its rights to be sole manu­ 
facturer and seller of legion In­ 
signia. The American Legion Week­ 
ly, the report stated, ' has turned 
from the loss to the profit side of 
the ledger, and promises shortly 
to wipe out alt previous deficit.
